ARTHUR THE MAN. 

A President regularly elected by the people 
always wants a second term. He wants a re- 
nomination to stand In history as proof that 
his party indorsed his administration, and 
he wants a reélection as a verdict of ap- 
proval from the country. With these he 
feels that all fault-finding critica are an- 
swered, and that to content himself with 
less is to confess bis failure. Moreover, he 
is willing to have it understood that he 
desires a chance to make amends for some of 
his little mistakes as a beginner, and to give 
the country the full benefit of his experience 
by carrying through some policy or reform 
too great to be compassed in one term. In 
fact his reasons for clinging to the seat of 
power are as plentiful as blackberries and 
as persistent as office-seekers. If Mr. 
Haves is pointed out as the one solitary 
exception to this rule, we simply remark 
that he did not dare ask the people again for 
an office which he took in 1877, knowing that 
they had voted for and elected another man. 

But the Vice-President succeeding a dying 
President is peculiarly liable to become ab- 
sorbed inthe most passionate pursuit of a 
second term. It was so with TYLER, with 
FILLMORE, with ANDREW JOHNSON, and 
not one of them had stronger personal in- 
centives than those which now spur the suc- 
cessor of the ill-fated GARFIELD. Mr. 
ARTHUR is plainly using all the vast power 
of his office, with all the skill and shrewd- 
ness of an old machine politician from New 
York City, and as inoffensively as possible, 
to pacify the warring elements of his own 
party and to make himself its nominee in 
the next campaign. It is almost certain that 
he will have no formidable competitor for 
the nomination but JOHN SHERMAN or JOHN 
A. LOGAN, and will easily beat both or 
either of them. 

We are inclined to think that the Repub- 
lican party can come nearer harmonizing on 
ARTHUR than on any other of the men who 
are prominent aspirants, and, with a fine op- 
portunity to make a respectable and inoffen- 
sive administration, there is no reason for 
doubting that he will be as strong a candli- 
date as the party can nominate, But if the 
Democratic party cannot nominate a man 
who is nearer the masses than he, and a bet- 
ter representative of American statesman- 
ship, it will hardly hold together another 
four years. 

BENJAMIN ABROAD. 

Our consular representative at Teheran, 
Persia, Mr. S. G. W. BENJAMIN, writes that 
when ho called upon the Shah he went in 
state in a landau, drawn by six white horses, 
each-ridden by a postillion. Twenty royal 
firanshes on foot, runners clad in scarlet and 
wearing plumed tiaras, preceded the car- 
riage, together with a score of horsemen 
accompanied by a Mohammedan and second 
master of ceremonies. Arrived at the palace 
all were ushered into a spacious and hand- 
some hall, where the first master of cere- 
monies and other gentlemen and dignitaries, 
gorgeously arrayed, were in waiting.

At 
this moment,“ says BENJAMIN, “a salute, 
fired in honor of the United States, thun- 
dered over the city, and on entering we as- 
cended a magnificent staircase. The walls 
were decorated in part with paintings of 
European masters. From the staircase we 
entered an audience hall of vast proportions 
and most impressive effect. His Majesty 
stood at the upper end. Leaving my outer 
shoes at the door, as prescribed by the treaty 
of Kaurmautschia, I made a low bow and 
walked up to where the king was standing.“ 

The meeting between the Shah ard BRN.

The Shah spoke in glowing terms of the 
United States and the St. Louis beer, which 
he was now using exclusively in bis house- 
hold.

It seems as though it were done to make, 
if possible, the law odious and thereby defeat its 
operation, If this were the purpose, as many be- 
lieve it to have been, then 1t was in the hichest 
degree discreditable, and the actors should re- 
ceive the early attention of the Governor of the 
State. It is his sworn duty to enforce law, and if

The fault found with the Police Commis- 
sioners is that they have directed the en- 
forcement of all Jaws pertaining to the ob- 
servance of the Sabbath, A statute is not 
invalidated by age and the Downing Law 
has no more vigor because itis fresh than a 
law enacted in 1837. Gov. CRITTENDEN is 
not the Chief of the Police Board of St. 
Louis, and the law never intended that he 
should be. He appoints and he has the righi 
to remove for cause. But if the Governor 
can issue his mandate to our police every 
day in the week then every vestige of the 
democratic principle of ‘local self-govern- 
ment has been taken from us. If it is the 
Governor’s sworn duty to enforce law” he 
will hardly feel justified in persecuting our 
Police Board for doing that self-same thing.

Dorsey’s Work. 
* From the Chicage Times. 
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snort From the Scientific Party New 
Pushing into the Yellowstone Park. 


By Special Telegraph to the Post- Dispatch. 

Fr. WASHAKIE, Wy. T., August 8—The dis- 
tinguished Government Exploring Expedition, 
under command of P. Sheridan, which left Green 
Kiver station ou the U. F. Railway on the morning 
of the 6th lust., arrived here yesterday. The par- 
ty consisted of P. Sheridan, Commander; Michael 
Sheridan, brother of Philip, Official Historian; 
Chester A. Arthur,chain-bearer ; Senator Geo. Vest, 
Eutertainer: Prof. Bughuuter of the Smithsonian 
Institute, Entomologist; Prof. Saurian Redsand- 
atone, Geologist; Prof, Taxenter, Icthyologist: 
George Vest, jr., Observer; Secretary Lincoln. 
Supt. of Refreshments; Judge Rollins, Natural- 
ist and Gen, Stauger, Electrielan. The usual 
complement of guards, cooks, lustrument bearers, 
eie, etc., accompanied the expedition. 

Shortly after teaving Green River Station, a de- 
cided change of temperature waa observed, After 
the sun came up it was noted by Pret, Redsand- 
stone that the mercury in the thermometer had 
risen ten degrees, A halt was called and Surgeon 
Forwood aynounced that such a remarkable 
change in temperature required a strong tonic. 
He spoke to the party about the risks attending 
these scientific explorations, which involved a 
change in the system of living and more or less 
exposure to the elements. He dtreoted a dose of 
spiritus frumentito be administered to each mem- 
ber of the party. Several black bettles were 
brought up, and while this painful medication 
went on Mr. Vest begulled the party with the 
story about the woman who was spoken ofas 
sich.” 

A few miles further on another halt was made 
for barometrical observation. After a half hour 
spent in calculation it was shown that the spur of 
the mountain on whieh the party was located was 
8,000 feet below the level of the sea. As this 
seemed incredible an examination was made of 
the instrument, when it was discovered that the 
bulb had been broken ana a portion of the mer- 
cury extracted. Upon investigation it was made 
known that one of the grooms who was suffering 
from ‘‘prairie scratches” had resorted to this plan 
of securing some material for a mercurial oint- 
ment. On referring to an old survey made by the 
War Department some three years ago it was 
learned that the altitude of this particular local- 
ty was 1,500 feet. The President was very much 
impressed with the simplicity of the method by 
which the fact was finally ascertained. 

The party moved ten miles further on and halt- 
ed in order to afford Prof. Bughunter au opportu- 
nity to embalm in alcohol a pecullar insect, with 
acrobatic proclivities, which he called the gryllus 
vulgaris. The President insisted that the insect 
was a common grasshopper, which view was con- 
eurred in by Judge Rollins. Secretary Lincoln, 
who has quite a taste for bolany, gathered some 
sage grass which he said he would send to the 
Louisville Exposition. While this halt was be- 
ing made Mr. Vest told a story abouta fellow on 
trial in a Missouri court who told the jury that a 
certain class of men ought to stick together. The 
President laughed heartily. While here the Pres- 
ident saw for the first time a mute rabbit. He or- 
dered the Naturalist of the party to make an exact 
entry in his notes of the color, size and peculiari- 
ties of the animal, and was surprised to learn that 
Prof. Wilson, the Naturalist, had performed that 
work nearly fifteen years ago. 

Advancing up the valley the work of triangula- 
tion began by way of testing the instruments. 
After one hour's slow moving it was ascertained 
that we had traversed a distance of fifteen miles. 
One of the chainmen, who carried a pedometer, 
swore that we had only come two miles and a 
half, and while the scientists were settling their 
dispute the Presideat shot a sage hen. He or- 
dered the Naturalist to sketch the bird for the 
Smithsonian Inetitute, and was somewhat pro- 
voked when he learned that Audubon had at- 
tended to this piece of business several years ago. 
Senator Vest told two more funny stories and the 
party, at the suggestion of the doctor, took au- 
other dose of usquebaugh. 

Moving rapidly forward we camped for the 
night on a branch of the Sweet Water. The Presi- 
dent mentioned to Gen. Sheridan the fact that 
during the day he had noticed that all the streams 
ot water seemed to run down hill. On being 
questioned each member of the party admittea 
that he had never seen a natural stream of water 
running up bill. The President directed a note to 
be made of this physical fact, Everybody seemed 
charmed with the President’s powers of observa- 
tion and the evident keen interest which he took 
in the strange sights constantly developing before 
him, Prof. Redsandstone,who had gathered sever- 
al specimens of stone during the day, exhibited 
themtothe President. He pronounced one of 
them a pure silver quartz, but the President 
crushed him completely by declaring the speti- 
men before him acommon article of limestone 
such as is used for street paving in some sections 
of St. Louis. Before retiring for the night Sen- 
ator Vest told seven or eight laughable stories 
and the President ordered a mule shot which in- 
sisted on bee-hawing and disturbing the savants 
who were making their calculations and en- 
tering up their observations in the Government 
diaries provided for that purpose. At the sug- 
gestion of the surgeon six doses of Spiritus fru- 
menti were administered all around betore re- 
tiring and the location of the camp was ordered 
to be knowm hereafter as Arthur’s Seat, and the 
Government map was corrected to that effect. 

This endea the first day’s exploration in this 
wild and unknown country. No Indians were 
seen during the day, but one of the men shot an 
Alderney calf, which he mistook for an antelope, 
and Prof. Taxeater expressed the opinion that we 
could not be far from the habitation of civilized 
men. The expedition promises well. The infor- 
mation gathered to-day will prove most valuable 
to the Land Department, and will attract the at- 
tention of scientists throughout the wortd. 

P. S.: Gen. Sheridan’s brother Mike, who ae 
companies the expedition as official correspond- 
ent, has been drinking considerably of late. He 
gave Prof. Bughunter an entertaining account 


during the night of some rare bugs and insects’ 


which he recently encountered. The Professor 
will report the facts thus gathered to the Smith- 
sonian Institute.

“AT THE MERCY OF MONEY.” 


Interviesvy With the Archbishop of Santa Fe 
—Monopolies—New Mexico. 


Archbishop Lamy of Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
who is spending a few days in the city, was seen 
by a representative of the Post-DiIsPatca in the 
reception room of the St. Louis University. He 
has the appearance of aman whohad done his 
life work and done it well. He is above 60 years 
of age and, though worn with years and labor. 
there is a gleam of satisfaction in his countenance 
and he lacks nothing of animation when interested 


in conversation. Upon coming into the reporter’s 
„ the venerable Archbishop remarked that 
je had not been feeling very well since his arrival 
in the city. “This noise,“ he continued, “troubles 
me a good deal and for that reason I always try 
to getaway from it when 1 go into a big city. 
Last night I enjoyed an excellent rest out at the 
Christian Brothers’ College, It is quiet out there 
and the pure country air is delightful. 

Is your stay in the city to be very long?” asked 
the reporter. 

“I will leave here to-morrow morning. I had 
only a few days to spend in the city and this will 
be my last night.” 

“And how is Santa Fe progressing since its 
connection with the rest of the civilized world by 


railroad?” 

„Well, itis going along slowly as usual. It is 
cool and quiet. There is no excitement there ex- 
cept what is made by the Americans and a few 
Europeans who find their way into that region. 
They say that we have 8,000 poonts in the city 
now, but I don’t know much aboutit. Whether 
we are advancing or not isa question. I think 
there was as much or more animation in the city 
when I went there over thirty years ago, as there 
is now. The Spaniards and Mexicans who were 
there at that time were industrious, enterprising 
and ambitious. But they have gone the way of 
all others, Where are the vigorous French 


who settled St. Louis, and where is the 
generation that followed them? There is 
a something in that ease and elegance 


which wealth bestows that ought to be accounted 
for, but let that go. It is sufficient to know that 
the Spaniards who settled and occupied the ter- 
ritory in and about Santa Fe are noi the race that 
occupies it now.” 

„How is the climate of New Mexico compared 
with ours?” 

„People here think itis much warmer in New 
Mexico than it really is. Last year we haa what 
we call nine months winter, Early in September 
we had to have fire to heat our hous d we 
founa it necessary to keep the fire up fil e 8th 
of June, Such winters are not frequent, 
however yet this will give you an 
idea of our climate. The great elevation 
of the country modifies the temperature very 
much. Down along the Rio Grande, however, it 
is very warm. We have plenty of spring water, 
ice-cold, in the city, and plenty of such water can 
be found very easily by digging wells at any place 
in that vicinity. For tear of tire we have Very lit- 
tle wood about our houses. They are built of large 
bricks, sun-dried. Each brick is about two feet 
oak, 2 foot and a halt wide and four inches 

ick. 

Are the people advancing much intellectually?” 

„Some; a little; very little. You can’t bring 
them up to a standard all at once; that takes time. 
That territory has been shut off from the world 
forages. In many of the natives vou can see 
barely a trace of the Enropean blood. It shows 
itself in the blue tyes sometimes, and again in the 
hair and some other features, but the 
Indian blood predominates largely. When 
1 went into the territory there Was not a 
store in Santa Fe, and the people did not know 
— sugar was, yet they were bappy and satis- 

ed I 


“Do you notice much improvement since the 
— 22 of the railroad through the Terri 

ry?’ 

“Some little all along the line ana more at 
places. Our little city is twenty miles from the 
main line and we voted a bonus of $150,000 to the 
company for building us a connecting line. For 
every little station along the line, a big bonus was 
granted, and besides all this the government gave 
the company more land than it can sell. hen 
they were talking of building the railroad through 
there they held meetings all over to consider the 
advisability of granting bonuses. All the lawyers 
in the Territory seemed to be the property of the 
railroad company, and so did everybody else who 
had any influence as an orator. They invited me 
to attend some of those meetings at Santa Fe. 
accepted. After looking into the matter some I 
failed to comprehend the propriety of giving to 
the raſiroad company such heavy bonuses with- 
out having anything to show for it. 1 ventured to 
suggest that we take stock in the enterprise, or 
that we receive stock for the $150,000 which was 
calied for, but my suggestions were soon disposed 
of by the agents of the company. I then roposed 
to our enterprising business men that we build 
the connecting road ourselves. But no, they had 
money for every other enterprise but that ole. So 
we gave the company the bonus called for, the 
road was built, and, I have it from good authority, 
the road has paid for itself in two years, Our 
Congressmen, our Representatives in the legtsla- 
ture and everybody in authority seems to be con- 
trolled by corporations and by money. I am an 
American citizec by choice if not by birth, yet, 
after watching the movements of our Govern- 
ment for years, I must conclude we are at the 
mercy of money and corporations, and that we 
are little better off than was Rome when the Em- 
pire was sold at auction.
